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General  Report 


HE  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  continued  progress 
in  the  Association  work  during  the  past  year.  From  the  list  of 
agencies  at  work  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Association  is  endeavouring 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  young  men  of  Oxford.  That  this  effort 
is  appreciated  is  clear  from  the  large  number  of  members  using  the  premises 
daily.  When  we  remember  that  the  majority  of  these  men  are  away  from 
home  and  in  lodgings,  it  will  be  recognised  that  the  provision  of  a suitable 
place  in  which  they  may  spend  their  evenings  after  business  hours,  is  in 
itself  a desirable  object. 

Looking  at  the  past  year  from  this  negative  point  of  view,  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  by  the  provision  of  an  attractive  building  the 
Association  has  been  a means  towards  that  prevention  which  is  better  than 
cure  ; and  those  who  are  often  in  the  building  must  wonder  where  would 
the  men  who  are  using  it  be  if  there  were  no  Y.M.C.A. 

The  Association,  however,  is  a Missionary  agency  which  “ seeks  to 
unite  those  young  men  who,  regarding  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  their 
God  and  Saviour,  desire  to  be  His  disciples  in  their  doctrine  and  in  their 
life  and  to  associate  their  efforts  for  the  extension  of  His  kingdom 
among  young  men.”  It  endeavours,  through  the  influence  of  men  thus 
united,  to  lead  others  towards  Christian  life  and  service.  It  is  difficult  to 
report  it,  but  none  the  less  certain  that  there  has  been  some  such  influence 
at  work  in  the  Association,  and  its  results  are  apparent  in  the  Association 
life.  Under  the  blessing  of  God,  but  apparently  by  accident,  a friendship  is 
formed  in  the  Association,  which  gradually  means  the  transformation  of 
character.  The  chief  agency  in  this  direction  has  been  the  S unday-afternoon 
Bible  Class.  Being  held  at  4.15,  and  connected  with  the  tea  at  5 o’clock, 
it  is  specially  attractive  to  men  in  lodgings,  and  though  necessarily  smaller 
on  that  account,  it  is  all  the  more  useful.  It  is  a singular  thing  that  most 
of  the  men  who  have  entered  into  the  Association  life,  become  most  useful, 
and  consequently  benefited  most  by  the  Association,  have  passed  through 
this  Class.  The  Social  Hour,  held  on  Sunday  evenings  round  the  fire,  has 
been  a distinct  help  in  the  work.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the 
Committee  were  fortunate  in  having  a series  of  addresses  by<  Rev.  E.  F. 
Smith,  M.A.,  on  “The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  on  earth,”  on  Tuesday  evenings, 
which  were  very  highly  appreciated.  These  were  followed  by  a series  by 
Rev.  W.  H.  Griffith  Thomas,  D.D.  The  Missionary  Department  was 
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Cbe  Cate  Sir  fieorge  Williams. 


Since  the  issue  of  our  last  Report,  the  Associations  of  this  country,  and 
indeed  of  all  the  countries  of  the  world,  have  sustained  the  greatest  loss 
which  has  ever  befallen  them,  in  the  death  of  the  honoured  and  beloved 
Founder  and  President,  Sir  George  Williams. 

The  circumstances  of  his  demise,  and  of  the  grandly-simple  public 
interment  in  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral,  have  been  so  fully  and  so  widely  made 
known  in  the  London  and  provincial  press,  that  no  repetition,  thus  late,  is 
called  for  in  this  Report,  particularly  as  they  will  all  find  permanent 
embodiment  in  the  biography  which  is  in  course  of  preparation  by  Sir 
George’s  grand-nephew,  Mr.  Ernest  Hodder-Williams. 

The  subjoined  appreciation,  from  the  pen  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Griffith  Thomas, 
will,  however,  be  of  interest  to  our  readers  : — 

“ I had  the  joy  of  being  for  nine  and  a half  years  the  Vicar  of  the 
Church  of  which  Sir  George  was  a Communicant  member.  He  was  associated 
with  that  Church  for  at  least  thirty-five  or  forty  years.  Sir  George  found 
there  a Sunday  School  teacher  who  became  his  wife.  I shall  count  it  as 
one  of  the  greatest  privileges  of  my  life  that  I had  him  as  a hearer.  I never 
preached  without  feeling  that  it  would  have  been  more  fitting  for  him,  with 
his  long  experience,  to  be  in  the  pulpit  and  me  in  the  pew.  I saw  him 
only  the  day  before  I left  London  for  Oxford.  Up  to  the  last  moment  of 
those  nine  and  a half  years  I had  the  privilege  of  close  fellowship  with  him, 
in  the  home  as  well  as  in  the  church  life.  There  are  three  points  I wish 
to  emphasise  which  have  impressed  themselves  upon  me  in  relation  to  our 
departed  friend,  (i)  I think  of  his  Manliness.  He  was  indeed  a man,  with 
all  the  discretion,  wisdom,  courage,  and  energy  which  should  characterize 
true  manhood.  He  showed  his  manliness  in  his  business  capacity  in  the 
City,  in  the  enterprise  and  statesmanship  by  means  of  which  Exeter  Hall 
was  secured  for  Christian  service,  in  the  foundation  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association,  and  he  desired  nothing  more  than  that  its  members 
should  be  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word,  manly. 

“ I pass  on  to  notice  the  second  feature,  his  (2)  Brotherliness.  How 
shall  I speak  of  his  generosity  ! I know  it  is  well-known  to  most  of  us, 
and  still  better  known  to  a few.  What  I would  speak  of  is,  not  so  much 
his  generosity,  but  the  quick  sympathy  that  was  behind  that  generosity,  and 
the  wide  range  of  that  sympathy.  Some  years  ago  at  our  Church  we  had 
the  misfortune  (or  fortune)  of  a fire,  with  the  result  that  I had  to  go  and 
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commission  someone  to  do  repairs  and  necessary  renovation,  incurring  an 
expenditure  of  £800.  At  the  close  of  the  Sunday  morning  service  in  my 
Church  I told  my  members  what  was  projected,  and  if  I could  have  the 
promise  of  £400  toward  the  £800  I should  feel  justified  in  going  forward. 
Sir  George  came  and  said  at  once,  ‘Put  me  down  for  100.’  That  was 
only  one  instance  of  the  quickness  and  alertness  of  his  sympathy.  Then 
there  was  his  large-hearted  love  for  the  people  of  God  of  every  denomination.

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He  was  a member  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  a man  of  definite  political 
views  of  his  own,  but  above  all  he  was  a Christian.  While  he  loved  the 
Church  of  England  he  loved  the  Church  of  Christ  still  more,  and  he  did 
not  love  the  Church  of  England  less  because  he  loved  the  whole  Church  of 
Christ.  We  know  how  he  loved  to  work  for  the  unity  and  fellowship  of  the 
people  of  God.  Above  all,  there  was  a loving  yearning  to  be  a soul  winner. 
Only  a few  years  ago  this  is  what  he  used  to  do.  He  would  walk  from

Russell  Square  to  St.  Paul’s  in  Portman  Square  for  the  morning  service, 
walk  back  again,  and  spend  the  afternoon  distributing  tracts.  Why  did  he 
do  this  ? Because  he  yearned  to  win  men  for  Christ. 

“ I pass  on  to  speak  in  the  last  place  of  his  Godliness.  And  the  first 
point  to  notice  in  this  element  was  the  emphasis  he  laid  on  the  personal 
relationship  of  the  soul  to  Jesus  Christ.  The  one  supreme  desire  of  his  life 
was  that  every  man  with  whom  he  came  into  contact  should  know  Jesus 
Christ  as  his  personal  Saviour.  Another  element  of  his  godly  life  was  his 
wonderful  joy.  ‘The  joy  of  the  Lord’  was  his  strength.  How  we  think  of 
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his  loving  eyes  and  beautiful  smile ! How  we  still  feel  the  wonderful 
grasp  and  grip  of  his  hand.  The  ‘joy  of  the  Lord’  was  in  his  hand,  face, 
and  whole  life,  as  one  of  the  dominating  forces  of  his  godliness.  And  what 
shall  we  say  of  his  prayer  ? It  is  almost  too  sacred  to  speak  of.  As  I 
used  to  visit  him,  we  always  had  prayer  together.  Before  I left  his  house, 
we  would  kneel  down  and  I would  wait  for  him  to  pray,  but  he  would  wait 
for  me.  After  I had  prayed,  he  would  follow,  and  what  a prayer  it  would 
be ! He  would  pray  for  me  and  mine,  for  my  work,  and  all  associated  with 
us  in  our  church  life.  Oh,  those  were  prayers ; and  I went  away  thanking 
God  for  the  fellowship  of  such  a saint.  He  was  a man  of  the  Book.  I have 
a Bible  which  he  gave  me  when  I went  to  Northfield  two  and  a half  years 
ago,  in  which  is  his  signature.  It  is  the  Bible  I use  in  the  pulpit,  and  I 
hope  to  use  it  until  the  print  is  too  small,  which  I hope  will  not  be  for 
many  a year.

“ So  to-day  we  thank  God  for  our  friend’s  manliness,  brotherliness, 
and  godliness.  He  was  manly  because  he  was  godly,  he  was  brotherly 
because  he  was  godly,  and  all  came  from  the  fact  that  he  was  a man  of 
God.  That  is  the  highest  title  given  in  the  Bible  to  any  man.  You  find 
it  eight  times  in  the  Old  Testament.  Let  us  yield  ourselves  to  God,  that 
we  may  be  both  manly  and  brotherly  because  we  are  godly.  Two  men 
only  are  spoken  of  in  the  Old  Testament  as  walking  with  God;  one  represents 
a life  of  contemplation,  and  the  other  conduct.  Both  are  balanced  and  united 
in  the  life  of  our  departed  friend.  May  God  give  us  such  a blessing  and 
fulness  of  the  Holy  Spirit  that  shall  enable  us  to  live  manly,  brotherly,  and 
godly,  to  the  praise  and  glory  of  His  grace.”
